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OBAMA PLEDGES SAFEGUARDS IN WAKE OF DEVASTATING STORM

Five years ago Simday the water rushed in, 
the lights went out and for thousands of Gulf 
Coast residents, nothing was ever the same. 

The milestone was marked by vigils, tears and 
reflection on what was, what came after, what 
still remains to be done and what, if anything, 
we have learned from Hurricane Katrina. 

A number of events were planned in New 
Orleans and elsewhere to commemorate the 
anniversary of the landfall of Katrina, the 
costliest and one of the five deadliest storms 
ever to strike the U.S. 

President Obama visited New Orleans on 
Sunday and spoke at Xavier University of 
Louisiana, where he announced that the con- 


struction of a fortified levee system to protect 
the city is under way 

“We should not be playing Russian roulette 
every hurricane season,” he said. 

Obama also vowed that reforms are being 
put into place “so that never again in America 
is somebody left behind in a disaster because 
the/re living with a disability or because 
the/re elderly or infirm.” 

The hard-hit parishes of Plaquemines and St. 
Bernard were holding commemorative com- 
munity events, and a third commemoration was 
planned in New Orleans' Jackson Square. 

Katrina slammed into the Gulf Coast near 
the Louisiana-Mississippi state line early 
Aug. 29, 2005. 


After the storm, “We were a city that had 
no people in it,” said Ray Nagin, who was 
mayor of New Orleans when Katrina struck. 

“Now, we’re a city that has over 80 percent 
of its population back. Lowest unemploy- 
ment in the country Construction every- 
where. I think we’re on our way to success,” 
Nagin told CNN’s Don Lemon as the storm’s 
anniversary approached. 

Still, it is widely agreed that more work 
remains to bring the Gulf Coast back from 
Katrina’s devastating blow Some say little has 
improved, and entire neighborhoods in Loui- 
siana and beyond have not rebounded. 

“Nothing’s really changed,” said Conrad 
Wyre III, 35, of New Orleans. Some regions 


are still “in shambles,” he said, and some resi- 
dents still feel helpless and without support, 
as if they are “floating in the wind.” 

“This is the place ... where I think the 
American people witnessed a real loss of faith 
in their federal government,” Housing Secre- 
tary Shaun Donovan told CNN’s “State of the 
Union” on Sunday 

When Obama took office, 40,000 families 
remained in Federal Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency trailers or were using emer- 
gency housing vouchers, “and Literally tens of 
thousands of them were at risk of losing their 
homes within weeks of us coming in,” Dono- 
van said. “Today, 98 percent of the families are 
in permanent housing.”

Athletes complete 
Chicago Triathlon on 
a sweltering Sunday

Marcus Delatorre, i6, wakes up at 4 a.m. 
every day to swim laps at his local pool be- 
fore lifting weights. 

After school, he joins his cross country 
team to run miles around his neighbor- 
hood. 

Delatorre then heads home, completes 
his homework and then rides his bike until 
he “gets tired.” 

On Sunday all that hard work came in 
handy when Delatorre, a student at Com- 
munity High School in West Chicago, be- 
came one of the youngest athletes to finish 
the 2010 Lifetime Fitness Chicago Triath- 
lon. The 31.93-mile race tested athletes’ 
swimming, biking and running skills along 
Chicago’s lakefront. 

The race proved especially grueling be- 
cause of Sunday’s 90 -degree heat. 

About 10,500 people participated in this 


year’s race, organizers said. Participants 
included young and old— one man was 
73— professionals and amateurs, and able- 
bodied people and people with disabilities. 

“It’s an adventure,” Delatorre said. “It 
not only keeps me in shape, but it makes 
for a real challenge.” 

The race began at 6 a.m. along the Lake 
Michigan shoreline near Columbus Drive 
and Balbo Avenue, where racers swam 
about a mile south and then north while 
family and friends cheered them on. They 
then hiked north on Lake Shore Drive be- 
fore circling back around toward the Loop. 
Near Randolph Street, they ditched their 
bikes and ran toward the finish line near 
Balbo and Columbus. 

At the finish line, children volunteers 
poured water over the worn-out racers and 
cold wet towels were passed out. 

“I ran my first race in 1986, and I swore 


to myself I’d never do it again. But I be- 
came hooked,” said racer Shane Arters, 41, 
from New York City “It’s a mental chal- 
lenge to overcome the physical barrier.” 

Susan Katz, a parathlete who played for 
the 2004 parathlete Olympics basketball 
team, used a racing chair and a hand-cycle 
chair to complete the course. 

Katz, 31, has used a wheelchair since 
being diagnosed with a congenital birth 
defect where her spine didn’t completely 
form. 

Although she could coast through some 
parts of the course, she was at a disadvan- 
tage during the swimming portion of the 
race because she didn’t have use of her legs, 
she said. 

“Everybody has their own challenges,” 
Katz said. “But I think, like for everyone 
else, finishing strong gives you that better 
self-confidence.” 


Slain teen 
not target 
of shooter

It was supposed to be a weekend of cel- 
ebrations for Darrell “D.J.” McKinney 

An older sister drove up from Tennessee 
to watch him play in the first football game 
of the season, his brother just returned 
from a monthlong basketball camp and his 
friend was holding a back-to-school block 
party 

McKinney, who was about to start his 
sophomore year at Orr Academy High 
School, was fatally shot at the Humboldt 
Park party Saturday night. He was the un- 
intended target of gunfire. 

The 15-year-old was on a sidewalk in 
the 900 block of North Harding Avenue 
about 8:40 p.m. when a suspect opened 
fire on another man during a foot chase, 
police said. 

“Whoever they were shooting at, {they} 
missed, and those two bullets hit my baby,” 
Vanessa McKinney said of her son, who 
was shot in the chest. 

No one was in custody Sunday Detec- 
tives continue to investigate the case, po- 
lice said. 

McKinney the youngest of five siblings, 
went everywhere with his mother, friends 
and family said. Vanessa McKinney drove 
him to school and to practice, and, on rare 
occasions, she let him attend parties such 
as the one he went to Saturday She took 
him to the party 

“We tried to keep him away from what’s 
out there,” she said. “He didn’t go out. He 
didn’t run the streets.” 

She dropped McKinney off at about 
7:30 p.m. He planned to stay only a little 
while and said he would call when he was 
ready to be picked up. 

About the time Vanessa McKinney ex- 
pected to hear from him, her phone rang. 
A friend called to tell her he’d been shot. 

She jumped in the car and sped to the 
house. “I just wanted to get to my son,” she 
said. 

As she pulled up to the house, the am- 
bulance drove away Police escorted her to 
Stroger Hospital, where her son was pro- 
nounced dead. 

When she first heard the news, long- 
time family friend Gwendolyn Barnes 
wondered how McKinney could have be- 
come the random victim of violence. 

“He was always with her,” Barnes said of 
Vanessa McKinney on Sunday as the two 
women embraced and cried on the couch.

Dozens arrested in sweep 


Chicago police made 48 arrests, recovered 
weapons and seized about $1.7 million in 
drugs in a weeklong sweep targeting illegal 
activity on the cit/s South and West sides, 
Police Supt. Jody Weis said at a news confer- 
ence Sunday 

Among the arrests was a 27-year-old as- 
sociate of an area gang found with 10 grams 
of powder cocaine, 5 grams of crack cocaine 
and a loaded AK-47 rifle. Weis said that at the 
time of the arrest, Eric Granger, of the 4300 
block of South King Drive, was on parole for 
aggravated battery with a baseball bat. 


Weis said the arrests and seizures took 
place in neighborhoods “plagued by drug and 
gang activity” 

“These concerted and consecutive efforts 
... truly represent the commitment of the 
Chicago Police Department to target crimi- 
nals and eliminate activities associated with 
the most violent crimes in the city” Weis said. 

Included in the drug seizures were approxi- 
mately 6 pounds of crystal meth, with a street 
value of nearly $900,000. It was the largest 
such meth bust in Chicago this year, officials 
said. 


Anti-prostitution signs near O’Hare 


In Chicago and across Cook County police 
are trumpeting new approaches to crack 
down on the prostitution, drugs and violence 
that plague some of the region’s most trou- 
bled neighborhoods. 

Sheriff’s deputies installed billboards tar- 
geting men who solicit sex along Mannheim 
Road in suburban Cook County, a stretch of 
road with low-budget hotels near O’Hare that 
are notorious for prostitution. 

The so-called “Dear John” billboards re- 


mind those who pay for sex that they face 
steep fines under the Public Morals Ordi- 
nance adopted by the county a year ago. 

“Dear John, if you’re here to solicit sex, it 
could cost you $2,150. We’re teaming up to 
bust you,” reads one such billboard in the 
2300 block of Mannheim Road. More than 
100 men have received citations and thou- 
sands in fines over the last year, money that’s 
pooled to support programs for abused wom- 
en, officials said. 


3 stabbed at 
Red Line station

WASHINGTON Standing on the hal- 
lowed ground of the nation’s civil 
rights icons, the leading conservative lumi- 
naries of the tea party movement on Satur- 
day called on tens of thousands of people 
gathered on the National Mall to turn to 
the values of the founding fathers to re- 
store what they say is a deficit of honor in 
America. 

Four miles away a smaller but no less 
spirited crowd filled a high school football 
stadium and the sidewalks around it, then 
marched through Washington’s streets, 
angrily protesting that the first raUy had 
usurped the memory of the Rev Dr. Mar- 


tin Luther King Jr. on the 47th anniversary 
of King’s famous “I Have a Dream” speech. 

The two sides came together briefly as 
the marchers— nearly all of them black- 
passed near the Lincoln Memorial, where 
tens of thousands, if not hundreds of thou- 
sands, of people— almost all white— had 
streamed to hear Fox News personality 
Glenn Beck and former Alaska Gov Sarah 
Palin at Beck’s “Restoring Honor” rally 

One marcher hoisted a white sign with 
black letters reading: “Glenn Beck and 
Sarah Palin are racists,” and there was 
verbal sparring. But there were no physi- 
cal confrontations and no arrests as police 


on horseback and motorcycles, along with 
U.S. Park Protective Service agents in navy 
blue SUV’s, kept the two groups apart. 

Conscious of the stigma of some of the 
anti-Obama imagery of tea party rallies dur- 
ing the health care debate this spring. Beck 
urged attendees not to bring signs. There 
was still plenty of self expression, however. 

Wearing “Proud to Be American!” shirts, 
the Beck boosters hoisted American flags 
and chanted: “USA, USA!” as the marchers 
passed the Robert F. Kennedy Justice De- 
partment building. The marchers waved 
photos of King at them and chanted: 
“MLK, MLK!”

Think dog-friendly patios 
stop at beer-and-burger

bars? Think again

The dog days of summer are waning, but 
Chicago’s dog-friendly patios will stay 
open for a least a few more weeks. For 
the final stop in our tour of the city’s new- 
est dog-friendly spots, we took Metromix 
staff dog Begley out for cocktails and 


shared plates at River North’s Gilt Bar. 


For the dogs 

THE DOG PERSPECTIVE 


Shade: This is one of the coolest 
patios on which I have had the plea- 
sure of dining this summer. With the 
building on one side and planters on the other, no matter where I 
sat, I could find shade. 

Water: The nice lady who brought my owners’ food said there was 
water for the asking, but I didn’t need any. I had it made in the shade. 
One of my owners did drop a bit of duck confit terrine, and boy was 
it good. I’m totally going on a hunger strike until I get some of this in 
my dish at home. 

Humans: There were a lot of women at this place, and they all greet- 
ed one another (and sometimes me too!) in high-pitched voices. 
That got me excited, because as everyone knows, high-pitched voic- 
es mean something exciting is about to happen. I can’t remember 
what it was that was so exciting, but I do remember that I sat next 
to one table of women who were especially nice. They probably 
thought I was handsome. The people who worked there were kind 
too. Even the man who took my owners’ car away and then brought 
it back later waved to me as I rode off. (Did I tell you I got to go for a 
ride in the car? I did! I rode in the car!)

THE OWNER PERSPECTIVE 


Shade: Sidewalk seating wraps 
around the corner and runs along- 
side the restaurant, which makes 
for excellent shade. But because 
the area is so narrow, we were con- 
cerned Begley would be in the way. 
Fortunately, servers tend to work 
from the outside, leaving plenty of 
room for dogs to stretch out be- 
tween the tables and the wall. We 
brought Begley in through an open- 
ing between planters so he wouldn’t 
disturb anyone. Flad we not, the 
close quarters would have been very 
difficult to navigate. 


Food and drink: There aren’t too 
many dog-friendly patios in town 
where the specialty of the house is 
anything more than a burger and a 
beer. Gilt is the rare exception. From 
seasonal highlights such as peach 
salad with shaved manchego ($11) 
to menu standbys such as hand-cut 
pork meatballs ($16), we adore just 
about everything this place turns 
out. Cocktails ($11 each) are on par 
with the city’s best, adeptly balanced 
and thoughtfully presented. Do note, 
however, that this all makes Gilt a 
more appropriate choice for more 
mature dogs (those who can handle 
a couple of hours hanging out under 
a table without getting antsy) than 
high-strung puppies. 


Service: We’ve never found the 
initial greeting here particularly 
friendly, and our most recent visit 
was no exception. We were made to 
feel like we should just go away with 
our pesky dog, rather than wait for 
an outdoor table. (Troubleshooting 
isn’t a strength either-we had to 
suggest that they take down our cell 
number and call when an outdoor 
table was available since, you know, 
we couldn’t bring a dog inside.) Once 
we were seated, however, the mood 
swung dramatically. Our server 
greeted all three of us warmly- 
Begley included-and remained at- 
tentive throughout the evening.
